 Canalejas Shot While Enter- 
‘ing Ministry to Attend 
Cabinet Meeting and As- 
sassin Kills Self When 
Captured. 


mier, Jose Canalejas was assassin- 
ated today while entering the Ministry 
of the Interior here to attend a cabinet 
meeting. His assailant, Manuel Par 
G@inas Serrato Martin, 2 years old, of 
Bl Grado, Frovince of Huesca, was ar- 
rested and then killed himself. 

The assassination occurred in the 
Puerta del Sol, in front of a bookstall 
at the corner of Carretas street, near 
the entrance to the ministry of the in- 
terior. Three of the four bullets fired 
by the man struck the Premier, who 
fell on the sidewalk and died immed- 
ately. 

Bystander: seized Martin and hand- 
ea him to the police. He then turned 
his revolver on himself and he later 
died from the self-inflicted wounds. 

He is said to have been closely con- 
nected with the anarchists. 

Political ferment always exists in 
Spain, but nothing has been reported 
recently which could in any way be con- 
nected with the crime, 

_A atrict censorship was instituted by 
the authorities on the telegraphs and 
telephones immediately after the crime 
and for several hours it was impossible 
to ‘communicate with the outside world. 

Premier Chosen in 1910. 

S Zoos Canalejas y Mendes was selected 
to form the Spanish Cabinet in Febru- 
ary, 1910. He was leader of the monar- 
Ghical Democratic party which came 
into power on the resignation of the 
Liberal Cabinet headed by Senor Moret 
y Prendergast. 

It is just three years and a month 
since Prof. Francisco Ferrer was exe- 
cuted at Barcelona for: inciting riots. 


At that time, in an effort to save Fer- 


rer’s life after his conviction by court- 
martial, anarchists sent threats to King 
Alfonso that unless Ferrer was spared 
the King would be killed. 


»._ Ferrer was the head of six schools of 


Bee, ists in Barcelona, and was noted 
\ » *ghout the wosld. He was convict- 
ed of inciting the Barcelona riots and of 
incendlarism and pillage. Protests 
against Ferrer’s execution came from 
everywhere, but he was shot at Barce- 
lona, Oct. 13, 1909. Spain has had trouble 
with revolutionists and anarchists ever 
since, and the Cabinet frequently hag re- 
signed. Wach time, however, Canalejas 
has been prevailed on to retain the pre- 
miership. 
Canalejas Advanced Statesman. 


Senor Canalejas, who belonged to 
a wealthy family, came to the front 
in political life only in 1900 when he 
took a leading part in the campaign 
against clericalism. He had, however, 
taken great interest in politics as a 
student and public speaker for many 
years before that. At the age of 25 
he became a member of the Spanish 
Parliament, attaching himself to the 


advanced liberal section. He became 


a member of Premier Sagasta’s cabi- 
net in 1902 as Minister of Agriculture. 


He introduced many reforms, espe- 
cially in regard to the working class-. 


es and eventually created a Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

When he was asked in February, 
1910, by King Alfonso, to form a 
ministry the request caused a great 
sensation, and it was the first time 


in the history of Spain that an ad- 


‘vanced radical had been placed at 
the head of the ministry. His cabinet 
has since undergone many changes,

‘the signing of the agreement between 
‘Bpain and France on the question of 
the future of Morocco, which recently

MORE VOTES THAN *WILSON SEEKING 


CAST ARE COUNTED 
IN THREE WARDS 


Totals in Some Precincts of 5th, 
44th and 15th Wards Exceed 
Poll Book Showing. 


WATCHERS FIND. ERRORS 


Average Excess 6.5 Ballots to 
Each Precinct Found to 
Have Been Involved. 


Inaccuracies in the city election re- 
turns were discovered by watchers, 
Tuesday, while the official count was 
being made at the Bilection Commis- 


sioners’ office. 
It was. found that in several precincts 


judges certified that more votes were 
counted than the poll books showed 
were cast. The discrepancies were first 
noticed in the count of the Fifth Ward 
returns. The watchers ran hestily 
through the returns from the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth wards and found 
similar inaccuracies. - 
Excess of 18 Votes. 

In the second precinct of the Fifth 
Ward one pollbook showed that Dyer 
for Congress had received 199 votes, 
Gill 6 and Cotton 18. Two other 
pollbooks showed that Cotton had 
received none. The total on the face 
of these returns as 222 votes, but 
the ballots as they were numbered 
by the clerks before being dropped 
into the box showed a total of only 
204 votes. 

Similar figures showed that three 
more® votes were counted than were 
cast in the Ninth Prectnct of the 
Fifth; three more were counted than 
were cast in the*Fifteenth of the Fif- 
tenth Ward, and five more votes were 
counted than were cast in the Fifth 
Precinct of the Fourteenth Ward. 

Al? Precincts to Be Examined. 

In the first dozen or more precinct 
counts 
noticed an average discrepancy of 6.5 
was discovered. Fearing that this 
might seriously affect the result of, the 
election if carried out to any consider- 
able extent in the rest of the city, the 
watchers decided to examine the re- 
tugns from every precinct. 

Three Explanations Posstble. 


- Chairman - 

Hlettion Commissioners eaid the. dis- 
erepancies might be accounted for in« 
three ways. The certificates might have 
been made inaccurately, he said; the 
judges might have counted the ballots 
incorrectly, or the judges might not 
have numbered the ballots correctly as 
they were cast. 

Kortjohn added that the only effect 
of these discoveries might increase 
the number of contests. The Com- 
missioners, he said, simply take the 
face of the returns as _ certified from 
the precincts and issue certificates 
of elections to those who have the 
highest votes on the face of the re- 
turns. In the case of contests, he ex- 
plained, a recount could be made 
which would clear up the situation.

By Associated Press. , 
TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 12.—President- 
elect Wilson has not “breathed to a 
soul” whether he will call a special 
session of Congress to revise the tariff. 
The Governor declared today that he 
had not expressed an opinion on this 
topic to anybody nor allowed himself 


to form one. He is hearing all sides 
of the case, he said. 

“I trained myself during my term as 
Governor,” *he sald, “not to anticipace 
my opinions; my friends, of course, have 
a right to express their own opinions.” 

Asks Lists of Openings. 

He asked newspaper correspondents 
last night to obtain for him a list of 
the public men and business men who 
had declared themselves for or against 
the extra session. Though the Gov- 
ernor has tried to follow closely in the 
newspapers the various expressions of 
opinion, he said, he was afraid he might 
have missed some of them, and that he 
was anxious to get all the opinions be- 
fore him. : 

It is known that Gov. Wilson has @ 
high regard for the opinion of Oscar 
Underwood, the majority leader of the 
Democrats in the last session, and, that 
in making up his mind, he uld give 
careful attention to §§§ Underwood's 
opinion. ; 

Underwood is reported as favoring a 
extra session. 

«Wishes to Hear Both Sides. 

“TJ have no immediate intention of 
making an announcement,” said the 
President-elect, ‘“‘but I would like to get 
the names of those who have given af- 
firmative and those who have given 
negative opinions in regard to the ad- 
visability of calling an extra session. I 
refer, not only to mémbers of Congress, 


ers.’’ 

The President-elect was asked if he 
had received many requests that an 
extra session be called. 

*“‘No, I have not,’ he replied, ‘‘but I 
can only answer for the telegrams. I 
have had none among the telegrams. 
My secretary has sifted out most of the 
letters, and I know as yet only of their 
general nature and I do not think they 
touch on a special session.” | 

Gov. . Wilson found his office in the 
State House crowded. Nathan Hirsch, 
@ member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee of New York, a presidential elec- 
tor and a manufacturer of cotton goods 
suggested to the Governor that to han- 
dle the tariff there be appointed separ- 
ate commissions for every kind of busi- 
ness. 

The President-elect assured Mr. Hirsch 
that he was not now taking. up. these 
subjects, but asked him to prepare for 
him a memorandum of his views and 
send it to him. 

Variety of Gifts at Office. 

The Governor found a variety of gifts 
at the statehouse. Six rabbits feet 
came in the mail.

STRANGE ABSENCE 


Brother Receives Word of Bac- 
teriologist’s Arrival in New 
York From Europe. 


Dr. R. B. H. Gradwohl, noted bacter- 
Ologist and practitioner, is on his way to 
St. Louls after a mysterious absence 
of two months, following a sudden and 
unexplained impulse which caused him 
to leave his practice and family and go 
to Paris, France.

St. Louls wholesale merchants and 
manufacturers whose business would 
be affected by tariff revision are di- 
vided in their views as to whether a 

fal session of Congress should it 
led to carry out the tariff refo 
pledgés of the Democratic party. 

With a Democratic President and a 
Democratic House and Senate, prac- 
tically all of the business men regard 
a revision downward of the tariff sched- 
ules as inevitable. Some of the mer- 
chants expressed themselves as eager to 
have the revision undertaken and cdm- 
pleted at the earliest possible moment, 
and for that reason favored a special 
session of Congress. , 

Others expressed the epinion that it 
would be better for their business inter- 
ests and the business interest of the 
country for the revision to be taken up 
at the regular session of the new Con- 
greas in December, 1913. 

Here are the views of business men 
and manufacturers given to the Post- 
Dispatch: _ 

ELIAS MICHAEL, President Rice, 
Stix Dry Goods Co.: I favor a spe- 
cial session of Congress to revise the 
tariff. My first idea, after the election, 
was that there should be no speciai 
session, but I changed my mind on the 
theory that the best remedy for an 
aching tooth is to have it extracted at 
once. 

The tariff should be revised as quickly 
as possible and a reasonable time al- 
lowed for the new schedules to go ,into 
effect. The country wants to knew 
what the new conditions are going to 
be, and the earlier we know what those 
conditions are the better it will be for 
business. Of course, we know that 
tariff revision fs bound to. come,. and 
the quicker it is over with the bettér.off

DAVID. R. CALHOUN, President 
Ely & Walker Dry Geods Co.: An ex- 
tra session of Congress should be 
called to settle the tariff question at the 
earliest possible moment. The business

Tariff revision will have to come, 
and delay will not save money for any- 
body. I do not look for the revision of 
the tariff to have much effect on bust- 
ness, unless the reduction in the sched- 
ules should be great enough to affect 
the wage earner. 

The business interests of the country. 
would appreciate a “tip” from the new 
administration as to how. much the tar- 
iff schedules are going to be cut. We 
would t!ike to know, for Instance, 
whether the duty on woolen goods will 
be cut 2% or 580 per cent, or 55 per cent, 
as proposed in’ the recent wool bill ve- 
toed by President Taft. 

Merchants will be reluctant to buy 
goods until they know what is going 
to happen. Business has been exceed- 
ingly good this year, and there is noth- 
ing in view to hurt it except tariff agi- 
tation. The new administration must 
give the business men whose interests 
will be affected quick action. 


JACKSON JOHNSON, President In- 
ternational Shoe Co.: I think the 


country should be permitted to settle 
down and get ite bearings before this 
momentous question is taken up for so- 
lution. I am not a believer in a high 
tariff, but I think it would be better 
for the country if Congress would fix a 
tariff scale, reducing the duties a cer- 
tain amount every year unti! the proper 
level was reached. We have been 50 
years building up the present tariff du- 
ties. . 

The shoe business likely would not) 
be affected directly by tariff revision, 
as the duty on shoes is now only 0 
per cent. That is the lowest duty levied 
on any article worn by @onsumers, the 
average duties on other wearing apparel

Congress to undertake this revision. I 
think it should be done during the regu-/ 
lar session of the Congress. I do not 
think it/ would be just to the business 
interests of the country to make a 
pchange in the schedules immediately. 

I believe there would be no unsettled 
conditions following’ a reasonable re- 
vision of the tariff, along equitable lines. 
As a business man, handling eilke, wool- 
en and cotton goods in great quantities, 
as an importer and distributer, I have 
come in contact with many tariff sched- 
ules which I consider out of all reason. 
In making the present tariff, manufac- 
turers only were consulted, with the re- 
sult that many of the schedules were 
made so unreasonably high that the 
manufacturers have been enabled to 
make unreasonable profits. 

The woolen, silk and cotton schedules 
should all be revised. We are now 
manufacturing in this country over 6 
per cent of all the silk goods consumed 
in the United States, while 15 years ago 
we were importing 8) per cent of it. 
We can compete with the world in the 
manufacture of textiles, and the reduo- 
tion of the tariff to a revenue basis is 
not going to hurt the business of the 
country, if a reasonable time is given 
for the schedules to go into effect. I 
do not look for radical or unreasonable 
changes in the tariff. - : 

I think a proper reduction of the tariff 
schedules will result in many cotton, 
woolen and silk mills being established 
in the Mississippi Valley. This ought 
to be the natural result of the breaking 
up of the monopolies which contro] 
these products. This country is so big 
now that if we have good crops of cot- 
ton, corn and wheat we are not vitally 
concerned over what is done with the 
tariff. | 


F. BERG, New York hat manufac- 
turer in St. Louis, selling goods to 
wholesalers of men’s headwear: I am 


opposed to a special session of Con- 
gress to revise the tariff. A revision of, 
the tariff on men’s hats, if it is a radi- 
cal revision, will close every hat factory 
in the Unitied_ States. Thére is now a 
Guty of 565 per cent, approximately, on 
hats. It was proposed in the Payne- 
Aldrich bij, to reduce this duty by 380 
per cent. In fact the bill proposing 
this duty had gone through the House, 
but was changed in the Senate on a 
showing by the hat people that their 
factories would be closed. 

Foreign made hats would come in and 
drive the American manufacturers out 
of business, and of course we are not 
eager to go out of business, There is 
much hand labor employed in the man- 
ufacture of hats, and he cannot com- 
pete with Buropean labor. Women and 
children are employed in the hat fac- 
tories of England, France, Italy. and 
Austria under conditions that would 
not be tolerated In the United States. 


SAMUEL H. YOUNG, Vice-President 
Gauss-Langenberg Hat Co.: Excuse 
me from expressing an opinion on the 


subject of a special session of Congress 
to revise the tariff. My opinion is 
that the tariff question should be 
handled gingerly, with a gradual scél- 
ing down of the duties for a period of 
three or four years. Radical reductions 
in the tariff on hats would undoubtedly 
bring many foreign goods into the 
American markets. 


WALKER HILL, President Mechan- 
fics-American National Bank: The 
business men who have given the tarift 


a closer study than the bankers should 
be considered in the matter of a spe- 
cial session of Congress. I have not 
given the question sufficient thought to 
express an opinion.

‘whether the proceeding I shall in- 
stitute will be one to disbar Mills, a 
criminal prosecution for oppression 
in office or a civil suit: for damages, 
Either would be proper under the 
law and the facts. 
‘Tam able to show by documentary 
evidence and by reputable witnesses 
that Miss Kurtenacker and I were 
indicted after Mills knew that the 
property which I was charged with 
advising Miss Kurtenacker to steal 
had never been stolen, but had been 
carefully preserved in a safe deposit 
box, and that Mills knew had been 
turned over to Mrs. Rowland John- 
ston, guardian of her husband. The 
witnesses will swear that Mills told 
them that he caused my indictment 
because of his great personal dislike 
for me and because I had refused to 
tell him the contents of a will made 
by Johnston last April.

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WILSON AND DEMOORAOY ON TRIAL. 

We believe that Wilson would have beaten 
either Roosevelt or Taft had either been alone 
in running against him. That Wilson would 
have beaten Taft will hardly be disputed. That 
Wilson would have beaten Roosevelt if Roose- 
velt had been the regular Republican nominee 
seems reasonable, as we have previously shown 
in these columns. 

By contrast to these conjectural propositions, 
however, the great fact stands out that Wil- 
son did not carry the country by a popular ma- 
jority. The combined Taft-Roosevelt vote was 
greater than Wilson’s, It will be some time 
before the totals are definitely cast up, but it 
is an evident certainty that Wilson’s vote will 
be no such vote as, for illustration, Roosevelt’s 
fn 1904, when 7,623,486 were cast for him, giv- 
ing him a majority of 1,736,264 over all of his 
competitors; or Taft’s in 1908, when he had 7,- 
678,908 and a majority over all of 469,374. Indeed 
it appears doubtful whether Wilson’s vote will ex- 
ceed Bryan’s vote of 6,409,104 egainst Taft. 

Thus Wilson’s election cannot be taken as an 
overwhelming expression of popular confidence in 
favor of Wilson or his party. It was a victory 
against a divided and broken opposition, Wilson 
obtained 358 electoral votes in 82 states in which 
hig popular vote was less than the combined 
vote of Taft and Roosevelt. The 16 states in 
which Wilson’s popular vote was greater than 
that of the combined opposition gave him but 
178 electoral votes, or 93 short of election. 

The result is a wholesome one—to place Wi!- 
son and his party squarely on trial before the 
country. 

The President-elect and his advisers can mas- 
ter no more valuable fact than this at the 
outset. It is a fundamental upon which ad- 
vice should be based and policies framed. 
The attitude of mind of the great majority of 
people in this country towards the reorganized 
Democratic party and its new leader is that of 
suspension.

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AROHAIO BALLOT LAW FEATURES. 

How much Missouri’s archaic ballot law needs 
changes wili be keenly appreciated while the 
impressions of the election are still fresh in the 
public mind. 

Separate tickets on ribbon ballots, all but one 
of which become waste paper as soon as the 
voter has made a selection, are a grotesque sub- 
stitute for the blanket ballot bringing all tick- 
ets and nominees within a single glance of the 
eye. With the one, a man wishing to vote for 
nominees not on his favorite ticket has labor- 
iously to write them in by hand. With the other 
he indicates with a simple mark the preferred 
nominees. 

That modification of the pure Australian sys- 
tem which permits candidates to be classified by 
parties on a blanket ballot is a gufficient con- 
cession to straight voting. Detached tickets on 
ribbon ballots are an undisguised bar to political 
independence. Furthermore; the serially num- 
bered blanket ballots, every one of which has to 
be accounted for, are a check on some forms 
of fraud. Ribbon ballots in sets, all but one of 
which are discarded, encourage fraud. To slip 
a selected ballot into the wadded discard instead 
o* the ballot box is easy, 

Secrecy of the ballot is previded for in the 
Missouri laws. If those around St. Louis voting 
places did not know how a man voted it was be- 
cause the legal fiction of secrecy or a newly de- 
veloped politica] etiquette prevented them from 
looking. The shallow stalls without doors or 
curtains burlesqued secrecy, In many pleces the 
number of stalls was inadequate to the number 
of voters. 

By a few simple changes the Legislature could 
make a great improvement in the election laws.

How to Get Value for Apples. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

T have just read the communication from “Con- 
sumer’ in your Sunday issue in the matter of 
prices of apples in Calhoun County, Ill, and on 
Third street market. The same condition applies 
to apples raised in this State and several weeks 
ago I took a run out to Crawford County on the 
Frisco and found that apples there, too, were 
rotting on the ground or still hanging on the trees, 
unshipped—unsold. Barrels are 400 there, too, and 
unbarreled apples, hauled to car in bulk, bring 
the magnificent price of 80c a hundred pounds— 
15c a bushel. This, irrespective of kind. Last 
year Ben Davis brought 60c a hundred, while 
Winesaps were left to- rot because the price 
dropped to 40o, I tried in late summer to ship 
about 25 barrels of top notch Maiden Blush but 
could not get them to 8&t. Louis inside of §32 
per barrel—quotation was §8.16. 

There is a feature of this matter few olty peo- 
ple understand; it touches the quality of the 
apples bought for distribution to the retafl trade. 
You will note that last year Ben Davis, about the 
poorest apple grown, but an indefinite keeper, 
brought the best price in bulk in Crawford County. 
(Ben Davis is also the apple just now coming in 
from Calhoun County, Ill.) It is bought in bulk, 


‘shipped to storage plants, graded, barreled and 


held for the midwinter prices, then sold to the 
easy consumer at 65e the peck—the price that 
ruled in 8t. Louis from Christmas lest year until 
spring. The better grade of apples never reach 
the city consumer in measure form, but are sold 
by the plece on the stands. The farmers get no 
more for them, and in some instances, the prices 
offered are actually less. The- packers must have 
an apple that will keep until they are ready to 
dole them out; quality is not considered. 

The remedy for this “outrage” as “Consumer” 
calls it, is perfectly obvious. Let the farmers of 
Calhoun County and the farmers of Crawford 
County and the farmers of every other locality, 
Jnot ahreast of the times form a farmers’ union and 
pool their apples and other output; let. them 
ship by carloads to St, Louts or other large con- 
suming ‘points; let them advertise the arrival of 
their shipment and have men in charge to sell 
direct to the consumer, eliminating the middleman 
esltogether. Properly handled, their shipments 
will bring, them double what they now get and 
give the consumer a like advantage, The opera- 
tions of the Equity Union prove this. Unless they 
de this or something like it, I would advise “Con- 
sumer” to hasten to lay in a stock of (even) Ben 
Davis at $4.50 @ barrel. At holiday time he'll 
pay about $6.50, although they brought the pro- 
ducer this year 450.

Will Bring Many Facteries. 

Many new factories should be brought 
to St. Louis as the result of the cheap 
power rates offered by the local electric 
company, Cooper said. It was mitch: 
cheaper to equip a manufacturing plant 
for operation by electric motors than 
by a steam power plant, and the ma- 
chinery could be more economipgaliy 
operated by electric power, he said. 

“The saving and benefits to the new 
power user,”’ he said, “will be, first, @ 
saving in the amount of capital neces- 
sary to take care of his power element, 
e\ectrically driven, as compared to the 


transmissions, and this cost by the 
hydro-electric method will be about one- 
half the capital cost per horsepower 
as compared to steam. 

“The second advantage to the new 
factory will occur through the savipg 
in the actual amount of energy that 
will be required for the manufacture of 
the. product as compared with steam, 
and this saving should be from 3 io 
40 per cent. 

“In other words, the factory man who 
by steam methods needa a 109 horse 
power engine to handie his business, 
would not require an average of aver 
& horse power of electrica! energy to 
accomplish the same outrut. —
